Pests on Increase 


Cost of Protecting Crops 


Increasing Annually, 


Farmers Find 


By W. F. Winsey 


-After figuring out 
the costs of 


controlling pests on 
his cabbage, 


and comparing these costs with the 
amount of money he received for 
his crop, a successful, local cabbage 
grower, put -the following questions 
to the writer: "Will not the time 
soon arrive in Wisconsin when it 
will not pay farmers to fight crop 
pests?" and "What' is the cause of 
the great increase of crop pests in 
the past 50 years?" 


The reply. to the first of the ques- 


tions was as follows: "The time that 
it will not pay farmers to. fight 
pests may possibly arrive within a 
few years but it is not likely to ar- 
rive. withing the life of the present 
generations nor 
the next." The 


reply to the second question was 
much longer, and was as follows: 


"One of the main causes for the 


increase in crop pests is the direct 
destruction of 'the natural enemies 
of pests such as birds, frogs, and 
toads by city and rural populations, 
and by house cats that have in- 
creased in numbers tremendously 
within, the past 50 years. . 


Many Birds Destroyed 


"Some of the insect devouring 


birds that .have disappeared are 
swallows of . every kind, 
night- 


hawks, 
whippoorwills, 
orioles 


ground 
birds, 
song 
sparrows,

The United States Chamber of

HOWWILL BEEB BE SOLD? . 


Various mayors and .governors are talking of 


releasing-from prison men convicted of violat- 
ing the liquor laws because these laws are to be 
amended or repealed and if the .conduct on. 
which conviction was had is no longer a .crime 
tinder the law, the. defendants should be re- 
leased. There is also current report that money 
available.for the enlargement of prisons may 
not -be expended for that purpose, since it ap- 
pears that many prison cells will be thus 
emptied. There is another "feature in this sit- 
uation that calls for attention. Both the party- 
platforms and the 
candidates 
are pledged 


against.the return of the saloon. When the con- 
victed violators of the liquor law are freed be- 
cause "bootlegging is no-longer an offense, how 
is it proposed- to handle beer if the Volstead act 
is repealed? Brewers are-reported to be putting 
their breweries in operating condition. To 
whom will they sell the beer, and what dp the 
authorities-propose as a substitute for the sa- 
loon? In Chicago, it is said, the police no longer 
pay any attention to the-peddling of be;er..'Tbere 
has been-vague talk of adopting the Canadian 
system of handling liquor. But is this proposal 
running parallel with'the plan fo release the 
bootleggers who make possible the sale of beer? 
While the recent election probably indicated 
a.great desire to modify'the Volstead act and 
eventually to repeal the prohibition amend- 
ment, there is no sentiment in favor of the re- 
turn of the saloon. A little attention to this side 
of the problem as well as the free and easy-at- 
titude toward the beer business .would be re- 
assuring to those millions of Americans who 
remember that the old-time saloon was the cen- 
ter of political corruption and that the brewers 
were the greatest offenders against the regula- 
tion of beer selling.—Indianapolis News,

Yards, Farm Writer 


Points Oat

Seeing large bunches of barn- 


yard fertilizer in the wake of a 
spreader in an alfalfa field in the 
town of Center a few days ago 
the writer drove out into the field 
to have a talk with the driver over 
the seriousness of leaving such 
large bunches to smother the al- 
falfa and the advantages of top- 
dressing alfalfa if done in the right 
way in fall or winter. 


The writer congratulated the dri- 


ver or the spreader for keeping 
his stables and yards clean anc 
afterwards advised him to store his 
spreader for the winter, and to do 
his daily spreading by hand from a 
farm wagon, provided with dump 
boards or from a large stone boat. 
If he could not see his way clear 
to store his spreader for the winter, 
the writer advised him to have an- 
other man follow and spread the 
large bunches dumped off by the 
spreader. 


The advantage of hauling fertili- 


zer direct from the staole to the 
fields and spreading it at once are: 
First, the germs of disease in the 
fertilizer are not spread from one 
farm animal to another; second, the 
liquid portions of the fertilizer 
taken up by chopped cornstalks and 
other litter acting as sponges are 
not lost by drainage nor evapora- 
tion but soak into the soil; third, 
the work of unloading fertilizer in 
the fields and reloading in the 
spring or summer is saved; fourth, 
seeding of clovers and alfalfa: are 
often saved by -a" top dressing of 
barns-ard fertilizer in the fall and 
winter; fifth, fertilizer left to rot 
and deteriorate in yards or fields 
for a year more or less, while there 
are fewer loads that spreads more 
easily has but little value.

State Financial 


Plan Is Cheating 


Counties, Claim 


Alliance Says County Gov- 


ernments are Being De- 


prived of Funds

The state government of Wiscon- 


sin and its political subdivisions are 
operating under a financial set-up 
which, in view of present tax de- 
linquency, is depriving county gov- 
ernments of funds necessary for the 
operations of county government, 
according to a statement released 
by the Wisconsin Taxpayers Alli- 
ance today. 


General property taxes in Wis- 


consin are collected by towns, vil- 
lages, and cities."' according to the 
information brought out by the Al- 
liance. "Counties have no power to 
collect taxes, but must depend upon 
the other government units to col- 
lect for them." 


"Counties, however, do not re- 


ceive all of their share of the tax- 
es in actual money. In fact, during 
the unusual tax delinquency of the 
past few years, some of them have 
received very little of their tax 
levy in cash. After turning over to 
the county the general property tax 
for state purposes (in years when 
there is a state levy) plus the local 
district's share of the county levy 
of $250.00 per elementary teacher, 
the local unit retains all cash col- 
lections to satisfy the levy for local 
and school purposes. 
The balance, 


consisting of cash if there is any, 
and delinquent or extended taxes, 
is turned over to the county trei- 
surer." 


"This means that the county's 


shares of the tax may be received 
in cash or partly cash and partly 
delinquent iaxes, or entirely in the 
form of delinquent-taxes. The coun- 
ty must either collect the delin- 
quent taxes before sale or it must 
sell the the descriptions in the form 
of tax certificates to investors." 


Plan Worked Nicely 


This plan worked out nicely in 


most counties during the years pre- 
ceding 1930 when it was not diffi- 
cult to find investors who had 
money for the purchase of tax cer- 
tificates. At the present time, how- 
ever, few descriptions are sold to 
private investors. As a result, many 
counties have not had sufficient ac- 
tual cash to make payments on 
bonds and interest, to meet costs of 
county government, and to high- 
way charges, and aid for dependent 
children." 


"It is estimated from a sample of 


the 1932 tax sales in nineteen rep- 
resentative counties that about one- 
third of the 1931 county property 
tax levies was paid by the return of 
delinquent taxes. The entrie county 
tax levy one some taving districts 
was paid in delinquent taxes. Coun- 
tie_s received some cash at the tax 
sale, but they were forced to in- 
vest at least 25 per cent of their tax 
levy in the form of tax certificates, 
due to the scarcity of private buy- 
ers." 


"The effect of this on the counties 
is that their cash income this year 
was reduced to "about 75 per cent of 
the income upon which they based 
their budget estimates and the tax 
levy. Thus we find many counties 
attempting to borrow funds upon 
which to operate during the closing 
months of the year." 


"The borrowing of funds costs 


money in the form of interest pay- 
ments, and we find many counties 
faced with the predicament of fur- 
nishing funds for unemployment re- 
lief, paying fixed charges such as 
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aid to elementary schools, and debt 
payment—these fixed charges often 
making up 40 to 70 per cent of the 
county budget—and yet attempting 
to reduce the tax levy and main- 
tain the necessary governmental 
functions.'' 


"The situation, summarized, indi- 


cates that counties are now being 
forced into the business of invest- 
ment in tax certificates,—a function 
for which most counties are not suf- 
ficiently well equipped, either in 
finances or experience, and reveals 
the necessity that some considera- 
tion should be given this problem 
by the incoming legislature." 
"It is likely "that in the next legis- 


ture plans offered for 
facilitating 


tax collection will include discou. t 
for pre-payment of taxes and pro- 
visions for installment payment of 
taxes. The semi-annual method of 
tax payment was under considera- 
tion in the 1931 legislature but fail- 
ed to be enacted into law."

The two chiefs of government 


came from Geneva where they dis- 
cussed disarmament and attended 
the league of nations assembly meet- 
ing which considered the Smo-Jap- 
anese Manchurian dispute. 


Premiers Arrive 


MacDonald and Herriot arrived 


on different trains. 
The 
English 


prime minister came in at 6:45 and 
went immediately to the British 
embassy without making a state- 
ment. Premier Herriot arrived an 
hour later, being met by numerous 
government officials. 


As the French leader left the sta- 


tion, he was heard to remark on the 
"great fidelity on the part of the 
English delegation and their "irre- 
proachable loyalty." There was no 
immediate explanation. 


(M. Herriot may have been rc- 


ferririg to the gentlemen's agree- 
ment appended to the Lausanne 
Settlement, which provided for con- 
sultation between Gieat Britain and 
France on Euiopean problems. Lat- 
er other European states signed the 
agreement)
